An Old Mali's Letter to General Gran 


A correspondent of the Pbiladel 


phia Times, who visited the battle 
field at Spottsylvania Court House 
writes: "The Deputy Sheriff, inn 
keener, and leading citizen of UK 
settlement, Mr, Ashby,who is a kins 
man of the brilliant cavalryman o 
that name, kindly offered to show 
me what was to be seen, and after 
breakfast he started for what he call- 
ed the "Horseshoe," or, as it is more 
generally known, "the Bloody An- 
gle." 
Driving northward on the 


Brock road for less than a half-mile 
we wheel abruptly into a by-way to 


j the right and began to pass through 
' a thicket of small ]mies. These ev- 
ergreens, which have grown on the 
margin of the McCool farm since 
the battle, threaten to choke the nar 
row road. 
What we were going 


through was more like a bridle 
path than a place for wheels, but>, 
heedless of the ends of limbs that 
whipped him in the eyes and brush- 
ed against the sides of the boggy ,our 
horse dashed along, fetching us fi- 
nally to a fallow field, where stands 
the McCool house. This place is 
one of grim fame and lasting history 
for in the woods hereabouts death's 
maw was gorged in the longest, 
fiercest, ghastliest hand to hand 
combat known to man. Tall oaks 
surround the house, which is a 
weather-beaten, rickety structure, 
that clearly has been through the 
mills. At the time of the battle the 
dwelling was occupied by Fanner 
McCool, bachelor, with his two 
maiden sisters. 
When it grew hot 


and deafening all around, the fam- 
ily went into the cellar, and there 
Miss Millie, sitting by the side of 
her sick 'sister, wrote the following 
note: 


GRANT, GENERAL, SIR-. 
I de- 


sire that you stop that nasty fight- 
ing.

Too Knch Whisky. 


From tbe New Tock Kvenlag Mall. 


The whisky product of the United 


States for tbe year 1879-80 is said to 
have been 2,040,000 barrels. 
As there 


are 2,000 drinks in each barrel, allowing 
50 drinka to a gallon and 40 gallops to a 
barrel, the whole number of drinks in 
that whisky must have been 4,030,000,- 
000 or 81 drinks for every man, woman 
and child of onr population. Which is 
altogether too much wbiskv, especially 
at about one fourth of our 59,000,000 
people drink tbe whisky of the other 
three-fourths, in addition to their own 
81 drinks each. However, there ia 
hope in the fact that it has been plinwn 
that there ia a limit to the amount of 
whisky the9 country oan consume. It 
is said that tbe distillers are alarmed 
lest the amount produced may become 
to great that the prices will fall below 
cost Kentucky alone ia soonjikely to 
produce 1,000,000 barrel* a year, unless 
measures are adopted to restrict pro- 
duction. 3nch restriction is the pur- 
pose of the great distillers, who think 
it WHO to combine in order to crush 
their small competitors. The result of 
combination will be a great whisky 
monopoly. The whisky trade might be 
more nucoettfnlly controlled by tbe 
government under snob a monopoly 
than at present, perhaps, were it not 
for the fact that the gigantic resources 
of the monopoly would afford vast bribes 
to officers willing to receive tlicm.

WASHINOTOM, August 25—Another 


serious slip on the down grade is the 
distressing intelligence from the white 
house to day. From early morning,: 


when the public first discovered that a 
hasty consultation had been held hy 
the Burgeons at midnight last night, 
anxiety was revived, which haa steadily 
grown with the progress of the day, 
until to-night the most gloomy feelings 
generally prevail. It is worth while to 
note that to-day for the first time the 
medical gentlemen having in charge 
the distinguished patient, admit he ia 
not only a very sick man, bat that in- 
stead of gaining strength he is gradual- 
ly tending the wrong way. This is a 
very important admission in the light 
of their previous conduct and assuranc- 
es. The fact IR now evident, for even 
the doctors, who have been BO sanguine 
all along, cannot explain it away, that 
the President's condition has greatly 
deteriorated within tbe last forty-eight 
hours, and that instead of being, as 
they at first pretended, on the up-grade, 
he has been gradually sinking hour by 
hour, until to-night, there h less hope 
of his recovery than ever before. About 
1 o'clock thia morning, or between 12 
and 1, there was almost a panic at the 
white house. There were very few per- 
sons influenced by thia alarm, but that 
was because there were few persons 
there at that hour to be influenced. 
The extraordinary reticence of the doc- 
tore, and the fact that even Dr. Boyn- 
ton was politely ejected from the con- 
sultation and was not admitted into 
their confidence, naturally mtdo the 
correspondents in attendance suppose 
that something more than the mere 
consultation over the removal of tbe 
president wai in progress. To even 
discuss such a removal at thia stage of 
the case would appear to be arrant non- 
sense to those who are familiar with the 
President's condition. 
The doctors, 


however, in response to all inquiries 
assured the small public gathered here 
at 1 o'clock this morning, and the great- 
er public at a later hour, that, nothing 
further was contemplated. 
Notwith- 


standing that fact, however, it is still 
believed to-day that the consultation 
was on quite another thing, and that 
was the critical situation of the Presi- 
dent nnder the recent effect of the sur- 
geon's knife. As indicated in these 
dispatches last night, that operation 
was known not to' be as successful as 
could have been desired. The hints 
there furnished tre confirmed to-day 
by the unofficial statements of those 
who have access to the President's bed- 
aide as well as by the official bulletins.

lation as to how Brown came by his 
nom de, plume, "Artemos Ward." 
Doctor Shattock Bays, that having 
some confidential business with nim, 
daring one of his last visits to Wa-
